The Garden Grove farmers are con­ 
fident that the weather

Los Angeles Produce Market 
The price of sugar again advanced 
and marks an increase within two 
weeks of about 35 points, owing to 
the heavy speculative buying by the 
general trade as well as the heavy 
operators in refined sugar. 
The new 
list price is $4.95 in Los Angeles on 
cane. 
This is only 20 points under 
the price prevailing at this time last 
year, when the tariff was in full ef­ 
fect. 
The tonnage difference is only 
about 12,000, which is small and in­ 
consequential as a price-making fac­ 
tor.
